Re- 
covery of Mrs. Black and Florence is 
doubtful. 

The family lived in a two-room frame 
house. Black, who ig a fi » em- 
ployed at night at the city dock, ar- 
rived home about 7 o’clock and started 
a fire in the kitchen stove. To make it 
burn faster he took up a can, which 
he thought contained kerosene, and 
poured a quantity of the fluid on the 
flames. It was gasoline and the can 
exploded.

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Former Venezuelan President to 
Await Decision Whether He 
May Enter U. S. 





By Associated Press, 

NEW YORK, Dec. 31.—Cipriano Cas- 
tro, ex-President of Venezuela, seeking 
entrance to this country after a long 
residence abroad, was taken off tho 
steamship La Touraine at Quarantine 
today and removed to Ellis. Island, 
pending a decision whether he will be 
allowed to enter the United States. 

Castro is traveling under the as- 
sumed name of Ruiz, but “was easily 
identified by the officials. They were 
accompanied by an interpreter, and on 
boarding La Touraine immediately held 
a conference with the captain. He 4di- 
rected them to Castro’s stateroom, 
where they presented their credentials 
and explained that they had orders from 
the Government’ to take him to Ellis 
Island. 

“If those are the laws of your coun- 
try I must comply,’ was Castro’s only 
comment. 


he was taken on board the Government 
boat Immigrant, which started immedi- 
ately for Ellis Island. 

Castro was dressed in a dark suit and 
a fur-lined overcoat and wore 2 high 
silk hat. He carried a gold-headed 
cane. His skin was sallow, but he ap- 
peared in good health. 

Upon Castro’s physical condition— 
he is said to have suffered for some 
time from an infectious disease—may 
depend the Government’s permission 
to enter the country. Physicians will 
examine him at a meeting of a spe- 
cial board of inquiry late today. It 
is said an unfavorable finding by 
them will be sufficient to debar him. 

Whatever the outcome of the board 
meeting, #% was understood that Cas- 
tro would be allowed to make the 
usual formal appeal for a rehearing 
in case the decision today is against 
him. This would delay proceedings 
for a sufficient:»time to enable the 
Government to obtain documentary 
evidence from Venezuela of charges 
made against him there. 

‘Refusal to permit me to disembark 
in New York will not surprise me, but in 


that case the American people will have 


to cover up the statue of Liberty illumi- 
nating the world, which is placed in 
its port.” 

Thus reads a wireless dispatch 
printed in a New York paper today 
from Castro. The dispatch adds that 
Castro is coming to the United States 
simply as a traveler, for a short so- 
journ “with the idea of seeing for 
myself the great nation of Washing- 
ton and Jefferson.”

If what your Dr, Brady tells us in the Post-

physical culture in our public schools?
